These changes have been made since the claims cannot depend from a cancelled claim. Since 
the subject matter of original claim 3 has been incorporated into claim 1, the Examiner believes 
that these claims should now depend from claim 1.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1, 2, 4-13 and 16-27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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As per independent claim 1, the prior art, and in particular Farris, does not teach the 
temperate water supply system combination as now recited, and in particular the subject matter 
incorporated from original claim 3 regarding a temperate water storage tank, having a first tank 
inlet, a first tank outlet, a second tank inlet and a second tank outlet, wherein said first tank inlet 
is connectable to a cold water source, said first tank outlet is connectable to at least one 
temperate water use point, said second tank inlet is connectable to said heat exchanger outlet, 
and said second tank outlet is connectable to said heat exchanger inlet; 

As per independent claim 16, the prior art, and in particular Farris, does not teach the 
domestic water supply system combination as recited, and in particular the combination of the 
hot water storage tank and the temperate water storage tank and ambient air heat exchange 
arrangement.
